2. In response to the amendment received on March 30, 201 1 : 

- claims 1 4, 1 6-1 8, 23-27, 29 and 30 are presently pending 

- the rejections of claims 27, 28 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph are 
withdrawn in light of the amendments to the claims

- all prior art rejections are withdrawn in light of the amendments to independent 
claims 14 and 29 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

REGAN and KIM represent the most relevant prior art. 

However, as set forth in the Final Rejection dated December 21 , 2010, both 
REGAN and KIM teach the method of manufacturing a nano-particulate electrode for a 
dye-sensitized solar cell in which the electrolytic treatment to which the nano-particulate 
layer is exposed results in the deposition of material onto the nano-particulate layer 
itself (see pages 4-9 discussing the teachings of both REGAN and KIM). Furthermore, 
as argued by Applicant (see Applicant's Remarks at page 5 at the first three 
paragraphs), the claims as amended now require the electrolytic treatment of the nano- 
particulate layer to result in the transferring of ions different from the particles forming 
the nano-particulate layer into the surface of the particles such that the structure of the 
particles comprising the nanoparticulate layer are altered (see independent claims 14 
and 29). 

Consequently, REGAN and KIM fail to teach the electrolytic treatment of the 
nano-particulate layer wherein the electrolytic treatment step results in the transferring 
of ions into the surface of the particles of the nano-particulate layers as presently 
required by independent claims 14 and 29.

Therefore, it is the Examiner's opinion that the cited prior art neither teaches nor 
fairly suggests to one of ordinary skill in the art the claim limitations of independent 
claims 14 and 29 requiring the electrolytic treatment step to result in the transferring of 
ions into the surface of the particles of the nano-particulate layer.
